Following' the general disappro- 
val noted' on' the campus towards 

the actions ol Premier Maurice 
Duplessis in the case ot the Wit* 
nesses of Jehovah and the cancella* 
tion of the liquor license ot Ron« 
carelli's Cafe, the President of the 
Students Executive CCouncU, Alec 
Ross, last night, at the regular 
Council meeting, dicclded to call a 
Rieeting of the Studenti Society for 
Thursday afternoon at S in the 
Union Ballroom to further express 
student opinion on the matter and 
to decide on the course of action to 
be taken by McGIU studnets. 

Further, the Council heartily en- 
dorsed the sentiments expressed by 
the temporary committee of the 
McGill Civil Liberties League 
which drew yp the petition which 
has been cbrculatlng on the campus. 

To date over 550 students have 
signed this petition which states 
that "We, the undersigned students 
of McGill University, wish to re- 
gister our protest of the actions 
taken by Premier Duplessis against 
the Witnesses of Jehovah. Although 
We do not support this particular 
aect or its methods, we recognize 
that the fundamental rights of 
freedom of speech and of worship 
must be observed in a democratic 
society. Premier Duplessis in jail- 
ing the Witnesses and in particular

Vets Conference Scheduled 

Dec. 27-29 at McGiU 



It was announced yesterday by 
Len Starkey, President of the 
National Conference of Student 
Veterans, that > this year's confer- 
ence, to be held on Dec. 27, 28, 29, 
will take place, in the McGUl 
Union. 

Among those who have been In- 
vited to address the - assembled 
delegates arc Principal F. Cyril 
James, and the Hon. Ian Mackenzie, 
Minister of Veterans' Affairs, who 
has been asked to speak -at the 
opening session. 

One of the main questions on 
the agenda of ttic conference will 
be that of maintenance grants. 
This will Include ■îthéfçorrelatlon 
of cost of living surveys inade on 
most of the Canadian campi ' dur- 
ing the last year. 

"Policies and not Politics must 
be the criterion for leadership," 
said William M. Hall, Chairman of 
the Ex-Service Committee of the 
Students' Administrative Council 
at Toronto, in a letter announcing 
the support , of the University of 
Toronto Veterans to the Confer- 
ence and requesting each organiza- 
tion to send three delegates. 

Replies to the conference call 
have already been received from 
fourteen universities and vocation- 
al training schools and it Is expect- 
ed that this conference will be 
even more representative 'than last 
year. 

This will be the second year 
that the conference has been held 
in Montreal, as the Inaugural con- 
ference last year, for which the 
McGIll Student Veterans' -fioclety

Committee on Student Government 
completed Its report. The original 
plan had been to gather 'and co- 
ordinate data from other Universi- 
ties, concerning ^ their, forms of 
student government To implement 
this, a questionnaire on several 
phases of student government was 
sent out. * 

These equistons were designed to 
find out what was being done on 
various campi concerning represen- 
tation by population on student 
councils, preferential voting on 
campus elections, control over stud- 
ent athletics; and powers of student 
councils. To date, however, only 
several Universities have been in 



a position to complete the'question- 
naires for the 0th of December, the 
final date for the submisson of re- 
ports by the local panels; several 
others have indicated that they will 
have all -the questionnaires answer- 
ed for the Christmas Conference. 

Here at McGill, we have con- 
densed thé Students' Society Con- 
stitution and the report of the 
Athletics Investigating Committee. 
We have made no recommenda- 
tions for changes in the Athletics 
set-up, feeling that such changes 
must proceed ^m the logical 
source, those most affected, the 
student body; we have merely 
summarized the. suggestions con- 
tained in the A.I.G. report, bellev-

It is .felt that Mr. Yoselevitch's 
talk will be of vital interest to 
many students and that he is par- 
ticularly well fitted to give the 
answers to- some ot the questions 
abqut Palestine which arc upper 
most in everybody's mind today.

Tomorrow In the Union Ballroom 
at 8 p.m., the second session of 
the Model Parliament will have a 
new party. Students from the Uni 
verslty of Montreal will head the 
Opposition, providing McGill stu 
dents with a real opportunity to 
meet politically conscious Carabins. 

This Wednesday's session of the 
Model Parliament has for its 
Speaker Dr. Maurice Ollivier, K.C, 
F.R.C.S. Dr. Ollivier, who has held 
many distinguished legal positions. 
Is at present Joint Law Clerk of 
the House of Commons, and has 
neld this position since he Joined 
the House in 1825. 

LEGAL ADVISER 

In 1920 he assisted the late Ern- 
est Lapointe in the delil>erations at 
London which gave rise to the 
Statute of 'Westminster of 1B31, 
which finally gave to Canada her 
status as an independent nation 
Recently. Dr. Ollivier held the im- 
portant post ot legal adviser to the 
Canadian delegation at the Paris 
Peace Conference. 

Dr. Ollivier has been the author 
of numerous books and treaties on 
constitutional law, notably "Lc 
Canada, Pays Souverain," ''L'Ave- 
nir Constitutionnel du Canada," 
and "Problems of Canadian Sov' 
ereignty." In 1035 he was awarded 
an LL.D. for his thesis on the 
Statute ot Westminster which he 
presented at the University of 
Montreal. • 

LIBERALS IN POWER 

The Libierals will form the Gov- 
ernment, and have presented a reso- 
lution to carry out the Dominion 
Government proposals of the latest 
llomlnlon-Provinclal Conference 
The CC.F., L.P.P.. and Progressive 
Conservatives will be In opposition 
to the Government, but they arc 
understood to favour certain parts 
of the. resolution. 

The L.P.P. is expected to take the 
view that the Liberal fiscal propo- 
sals are an admission that under 
capitalism depressions . are inevit- 
able.

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Whither the Wind? 

Tiic topic of elections appcurs to be received 
on tills campus with as much enthusiasm as the 
most undesired charity drive. That this is a 
very poor stale of affairs is obvious to anyiojiç 
who cares to thinlv about it— but very few Mc-. 
Gill students do that. This unhappy situation 
leaves us with a few alternatives. On one fiknd 
we can continue as we arc, which is what wiÊwIll 
most probably do. On another, wc can givC-up 
any hopes of having an elected governing body 
and revert to an appointed Council, which' will 
most likely be unrepresentative and will conduct 
student affairs in a manner hostile to the opin> 
ion of tbe majority. That, wc are certain, will 
appeal to few' people. Or, wc may suddenly see 
the light and realize the importance of elections. 
If this happens, there will be no such disgrace 
as having an individual representing large facul- 
ties such as Engineering and Medicine by accla- 
mation, but the best man will win only after a 
battle where he will have proved himself. This 
is not mefint as a slight against tlic men who 
will represent the above faculties on the next 
Council, but is meant fo be a blast against the 
disinterest and generally apathetic situation 
existing in those groups at the present time. 
Further, if the majority of students come to real- 
ize the importance of Council elections, wc will 
note a largo and spirited vote, which is obvious- 
ly absent at McGill, and which will remain ab- 
sent as long as students treat elections as a 
necessaiy evil which must be accepted from time 
to time. 1 

How can one expect a wide-awake Executive 
Council when thé individuals on that body repre- 
sent a handful of members in a particular facul- 
^ and when that Council are aware of the lack 
of interest on the part of the remainder of their 
"constituents?" , It is amazing how active the 
past few Councils, as well as the present one, 
havë been under the circumstances of their elec- 
tions. Certainly, it would only be natural for 
them to put off decisions on niajor items and act 
^lackadaisically toward minor business items, for 
that is the attitude which is prevalent' on the 
campus they supposedly represent. . 

Perhaps-things will change. Perhaps the next 
election will see soverâr individtialB'' contesting 
each executive . position ' in ' campus government 
bodies, for surisiy there are that many interested 
and capable men and women in McGill's various 
faculties. 

In any* case, there are .four positions which 
are bfeing put to the vole to'day. The number in 
Montreal and at 'Dawson who disturb their 
letharg}' long enough to mark a ballot and so 
give some indication of the minds they wish to 
see on the 1046-47 Students' Executive Council 
will tell us in sonie measure wiiich way the Wind 
is blowing. Being ever hopeful, we feel that the 
wind will tend towards an indication of greater 
interest in campus government.

Primarily, we 
we would suggest that a clarifica- 
tion bé made of the' over-all final 
authority of the Students' Execut- 
ive Council in making decisions 
binding on all campus clubs and 
organizations. This has been 
brought up by the recent action of 
the Senate in reversing a decision 
of the Council which stated, in 
effect that non-union orchestras 
were not to be hired to perform 
at campus functions. There should 
be a definite line drawn between 
what the SEC can and cannot do 
M the offical student • governing 
body. . . , ' . 

Secondly, we would recommend 
a change In the rulings concerning 
quorums at Student Society meet- 
ings. Wc feci that a quorum of 
500 students as presently required 
will become a figure of extreme 
proportions in a few years when 
student enrolment is. .somewhat 
leas than it is today. As a result 
we recommend that the quorum 
figure be set as a percentage of 
student registration figures. This 
figure could be released by the 
registrar as . soon as established, 
some time before the first Society 
general meeting. The percentage 
should be determined by the stu- 
dent body and, on 'the basis of 

le present figure of 500, would 
be approximately 7 per cent (7,558 
students as of October, 1946). This 
would mean that quorums would 
be flexible enough so as to not 
require a change each time a sud- 
den rise or decrease ' in student 
enrolment occurs. . , 

Finally we decided to' discard the 
consideration of a more representa- 
tive basis for faculty representation 
to the SEC.-Two factors had to be 
reconciled: the unique contribution 
and polnt-of-vlew that each faculty 
brings to' the campus and that 
should be represented on the SEC; 
the difference in faculty student 
enrolment that must be asshnilated 
according to the system prevalent 
in . democratic countries of repre- 
sentation by capita. It was seen that 
more comparative information was 
required from other . Universities. 
The present basis of a representa- 
tive per faculty Ignores the other 
factor which, if adopted, would im- 
ply a dozen members from Arts 
and Science or Engineering and 
one from the Faculty of Law or 
Theology. 

However it Is the aim of faculty 
representatives to present the 
viewpoints of their faculties and 
not Just to put their weight behind 
motions with the intention of 
swinging a Council decision ac- 
cording to personal views; this Is 
the policy followed for the most 
part by faculty representatives 
here. Each faculty has a 1 distinct 
type of stiiderit and the Council !s 
in essence the point of coordina- 
tion of thes attitudes as applied to 
student affairs.
